75. (Previously Presented) The composition according to Claim 51 wherein die surfactant 
has a liquid surface tension ofless than about 30mN/m, 

76. (Previously Presented) The composition according to Claim 51 wherein the surfactant 
lowers the liquid surface tension of the solvent system to at least lmN/m less than the liquid 
surface tension of the surfactant. 

77. (Previously Presented) The composition according to Claim 51 wherein the composition 
has a soil removal index of at least 25%. 
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78. (Previously Presented) The composition according to Claim 51 wherein the composition 
is in the form of a shear thinning fluid having a shear index (n) of from about 0.3 to about 0.7 and 
a consistency index of from about 0.20 to about 0.15 Pa.s". 

79. (Previously Presented) The composition according to Claim 78 wherein the composition 
has a flow velocity of less than about lem/s when sprayed on a vertical stainless steel surface. 

80. (Previously Presented) The composition according to Claim 51 wherein the composition 
further comprises a thickening agent selected from the group consisting of synthetic smectite 
clays, natural gums and mixtures thereof. 

8 1 . (Previously Presented) The composition according to Claim 51 wherein the organoaminc 
and the mixture of the water-miscible and limited water-mi seible organic solvents are present in 
the solvent system al a weight ratio of from about 3; 1 to about 1 :3. 

82. (Previously Presented) The composition according to Claim 51 wherein the solvent 
system has a volatile organic solvent content above I mm Hg of less than about 50%. 

83. (Previously Presented) The composition according to Claim 51 wherein the solvent 
system is essentially free of solvent components that have a boiling point below about 1 50°C 
and/or a flash point below about 50°C and/or a vapor pressure of above about 1 mm Hg. 

84. (Previously Presented) The composition according to Claim 5 1 wherein the composition 
is in the form of a dishwashing pretreatment composition. 

85. (Previously Presented) The composition according to Claim 5 1 wherein the composition 
is in the form of an automatic dishwashing detergent composition. 

86. (Currently Amended) The composition according to Claim 5+ 53 wherein the 
composition further comprises a salt having a divalent cation.
